Justices seem sympathetic to New Jersey's bid to overturn law

WASHINGTON — The U.S. 
Supreme Court heard argu- 
ments Monday over a federal 
ban on sports wagering and 
a majority of justices seemed 
to be moving toward a ruling 
that could open the doors 
for gambling on professional 
and college games in states 
nationwide. 

The nine justices on the 
high court appeared split by 


their questions to lawyers 
in the case, but a majority 
seemed skeptical of a federal 
“commandeering” of state 
policy on sports wagering. 
“That’s what this is about, 
telling states what to do,” said 
Justice Stephen Breyer, who 
appeared sympathetic to the 
argument of federal over- 
reach. 
Following arguments, 
sports legal experts said 
that they expected the court 
would rule in favor of New 
Jersey in its bid to allow 


sports betting at casinos and 
horse tracks. 

Justices also could issue 
a partial ruling that would 
allow sports gaming in New 
Jersey without addressing 
the state’s claim that the law 
is unconstitutional. 

New Jersey has been fight- 
ing for several years to over- 
turn the 1992 congressional 
ban on sports wagering, the 
Professional and Amateur 
Sports Protection Act, known 
as PASPA. Four states with 
sports gaming were grand- 


fathered by PASPA and not 
included in the ban: Neva- 
da, Delaware, Montana and 
Oregon. 

In 2012, with voters’ sup- 
port, New Jersey lawmakers 
authorized sports betting, di- 
rectly challenging the federal 
law. The four major profes- 
sional sports leagues and the 
NCAA sued, and the state 
lost in court. In 2014, New 
Jersey tried a different tactic 
by repealing laws prohibiting

President: “Public lands’ once again for ‘public use’

SALT LAKE CITY — Pres- 
ident Donald Trump on 
Monday took the rare step 
of scaling back two sprawl- 
ing national monuments in 
Utah, declaring that “public 
lands will once again be for 
public use.” 

The move was cheered 
by Republican leaders who 
opposed the designations 
made during the Clinton and 


Obama administrations. 

The decision marks the first 
time in a half-century that a 
president has undone land 
protections made by one of 
his predecessors. Tribal and 
environmental groups op- 
pose the decision and went 
to court late Monday in a bid 
to stop Trump and Interior 
Secretary Ryan Zinke. 

Trump made the plan 
official during a speech at 
the Utah Capitol, where he 
signed proclamations to 
dramatically shrink the Bears 


Ears and Grand Staircase-Es- 
calante national monu- 
ments. 

Bears Ears, created in 
December 29 by President 
Barack Obama, will be re- 
duced by about 85 percent, 
from more than 1.3 million 
acres to 201,876 acres. 

Grand Staircase-Escalante 
National Monument, desig- 
nated in 1996 by President 
Bill Clinton, will be reduced 
from nearly 1.9 million acres 
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High court lets travel ban take effect

WASHINGTON — The Su- 
preme Court gave President 
Donald Trump a significant 
victory Monday, ruling he 
may put his full travel ban 
into effect while legal ap- 
peals are being weighed in 
lower courts. 

The decision, with only 
two dissents, strongly sug- 
gests the justices believe the 
current version of Trump’s 
broad travel ban does not 
exceed his powers under the 
immigration laws and does 
not reflect unconstitution- 
al religious discrimination 
against Muslims. 


The justices issued an 
unsigned order Monday 
granting the administration’s 
request for a stay that would 
block lower-court decisions 
that prevented full enforce- 
ment of the ban. Justices 
Ruth Bader Ginsburg and 
Sonia Sotomayor said they 
would deny the request but 
did not spell out their rea- 
sons. 

The court did not issue an 
opinion with the order, but 
usually the justices do not 
intervene in pending cases 
unless they believe the lower 
courts have gone wrong. 

The decision vindicates a 
rather bold procedural move 
by the Justice Department 


and Trump's solicitor gener- 
al, Noel Francisco. 

In a statement, Attorney 
General Jeff Sessions called 
the court’s decision a “sub- 
stantial victory for the safety 
and security of the American 
people.” 

“The Constitution gives 
the president the responsi- 
bility and power to protect 
this country from all threats, 
foreign and domestic, and 
this order remains vital to 
accomplishing those goals,” 
he said.

The accusations come as 
the 2018 campaign season 
is set to heat up that could 
make re-election much more 
difficult, if Kihuen gets past 
the June primary. 

“I don’t think he survives 
this at all, whether he steps 
down or continues,” said 
former Nevada Assembly- 
woman Lucy Flores. 

Flores, who now lives in 
California, finished second 
to Kihuen in the 2016 prima- 
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
